Peter and the 


WE-STRICKEN, PETER AND THE disciples 
oul watched Jesus walking on the surface of the 

sea toward their storm-tossed boat, the frothy 
waves as firm as concrete under His feet. He trod 
with impunity upon the heaving crests and through 
the soughing valleys of the waves. In keeping with 
his impetuous nature, Peter wanted to do that too. He 
swung his legs over the side of the boat and, at the 
beckoned approval of the Lord, stepped upon the 
dashing waves about him. : 

Wonder of wonders, the impulsive disciple did not 
sink. He was lifted and lowered by the heavy swells as 
the water lapped around his feet, but still he did not 
sink. Carried away with what was happening to him, 
Peter began a purposeful stride toward the Lord. He 
was actually walking upon the water! 

Exactly what happened next we do not know. Per- 
haps a tremendously high wave swelled up between 
Peter and his Lord so that for a moment the disciple 
seemed all alone. Something broke his concentration 
on the Lord and he became conscious of what he was 
doing. More than that, he became conscious of the 
boisterous wind that tore at his clothing and stung his 
face. He became too aware of the chill and wet of the 
foamy water beneath his feet. Logic and reason and 
doubt came crashing in upon him. It was not reason- 
able that a man should walk upon the face of the 
sea. It was an impossibility. Why, he would surely sink 
and drown. 

And with the crashing doubt that flooded in upon 
him came also the crashing waves upon him. Now 
stricken with terror, Peter began to sink. 

Immediately as he began to slip beneath the sur- 
face of the pitching sea, Peter cried out, “Lord, save 
me!” With wonted compassion and strength, Jesus 
stretched out His hand and lifted up His terrified dis- 
ciple. Soon he was safe again in the boat and, as the 
storm subsided, he was warm and content. 

What a lesson is here for us. 

As long as Peter’s mind was perfectly stayed upon 
the Lord, he actually walked upon the water. As long 
as he was indifferent to his danger through intense 
concentration on the Lord, he was actually master of 
the danger. The danger increased only as his aware- 
ness, and his fear, of it increased. The danger and 
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Neither will we sink beneath the sea of evil as long 
as we look steadfastly into the face of Jesus and are 
confident that it has no power over us. When we 
become fascinated by the evil, it will soon overwhelm 
us. All the adversities of life—sin, temptation, trial, 
trouble—are powerless to submerge us when our minds 
are perfectly stayed upon the Lord. 


Thou wilt keep him in perfect peace, whose 
mind is stayed on thee (Isaiah 26:3). 


Overcome by doubt and fear, Peter began to sink. 
We know that Peter was a pretty good swimmer: still 
he did not rely upon his own efforts to save himself. 
He, “beginning to sink,” cried, saying, “Lord, save me” 
(Matthew 14:30). If he had waited until he had sunk 
to call upon the Lord, he may very well have been 
drowned. 

No one who calls earnestly upon the Lord as he 
begins to sink will ever be lost. The trouble is that 
many will not admit their faltering, or are carried 
away with the intoxication of the moment, or are con- 
temptuous of the idea that they need help; and so 
they sink and drown. It was a mark of real humility 
for Peter, who had started out so boldly and so bravely, 
to cry out so soon for help. But remember that it is 
the humble who will be saved while the haughty will 
be lost. Peter could have thrashed about in the water 
trying to save himself, rejecting any hand of help 
that might be offered, if he had not been fully aware 
that Jesus was as strong as he was weak. 

Let us learn a lesson from this. We should with 
bold concentration on the Lord tread without fear 
upon the evils of this world. Our boldness must be 
born of faith in Christ rather than smug confidence 
in ourselves. It must be consecration rather than 
cockiness. Then if, despite all our precautions, we 
should feel the slightest sinking into ‘the sea, we 
should cry out immediately to the Lord to save us. 


God is our refuge and strength, a very pres- 
ent help in trouble. Therefore will not we 
fear, though the earth be removed, and 


though the mountains be carried into the 
midst of the sea; Though the waters thereof 
roar and be troubled, though the mountains

We have been praying much 
for the other islands, that God’s 
protecting hand will preserve the 
lives of His people, so we sincerely 
hope all is well. We are depending 
on you to forward this urgent, de- 
sperate need because we are left 
destitute. God bless you. Pray for 
us especially and write soon.

I also remembered how I had 
talked with this man about the way 
of salvation and he refused to ac- 
cept my words. He had told me 
that he would never serve the Lord 
till the end of his life. Therefore, 
I began to wonder in my heart 
about this young man when I saw 
him in the church. I didn’t know, 
until later, that this man came to 
try the power of God with some 
juju in his pocket. 
While I continued to lead my 
people with some choruses, the

Holy Ghost came down and I be- 
gan to speak with unknown tongue. 
The Holy Ghost drew me nearer 
to that person and forced me to 
draw him forward. I was led by 
the Holy Ghost not to leave him. 
When the man was convicted by 
the Holy Ghost, he began to cry in 
the church for a long time and 
his body shook. He then walked 
around inside the church, still cry- 
ing. The Holy Ghost dealt with him 
more and more insomuch that he 
took one of my members to his 
house as the Holy Ghost guided 
him. Some of my members fol- 
lowed by running; I ran to his 
house, also. He entered his house 
and brought out all his juju. (He 
means all the talismans and me- 
diums that he used in the worship 
of the devil.) I informed my peo- 
ple to make fire; they made fire 
and I burned all these things. This 
young man was guided by the Holy 
Ghost to forsake these things. 


MANY PEOPLE came 
Oo witness what was happening. 
Some were nonbelievers and non- 
members. People came from all 
over the village. The Holy Ghost 
continued to move and the man 
continued to bring more of his 


juju, some that he had buried in 


front of his veranda and inside his 
compound, some that he had hang- 


ing on the wall, and some that he 
had buried inside the bush at some- 
body’s grave. He also unlocked his 


box and removed the remainder— 
talismans, rings, witchcraft per- 
fume, and some other things that 
I could not understand. 

He did all these things with run- 
ning and groaning in his heart ac- 
cording to the guidance of the 
Holy Ghost. People were running 
there to witness. Ultimately, he 
brought somebody’s. skull and 
somebody’s teeth. I burned all these 
things that night. Many people 
were afraid. (The people who are 
not Christians fear that the devil 
will get vengeance on the entire 
village when such things happen.) 

This young man fell on the 
ground as though he were dead for 
a long time. I was still moved by 
the Holy Ghost to pray for him. 
The man arose without knowing 
himself again. (He means that he 
arose as a new man—born again 
by the Spirit.) I led him back to 
the church. The others followed for 
the closing of the service. 

When we entered the church 
again, I encouraged my people to 
help this young man by praying 
much for him. The prayer meeting 
closed by 1:30 a.m. : 

This young man has promised 
that he will never go back to juju. 
He is now a believer in our Lord 
Jesus Christ and has drawn many 
of his friends to the Church of 
God. 

May praises be to our Lord for- 
ever and ever and may God con- 
tinue His work.

THE PAST, present, 
and future contain the sum of the 
history and destiny of every man. 
Looking back on the past I see 
God’s grace preparing the course 
that my decision and vocation 
should take. He had planned for 
my parents to be ministers of the 
Church of God so that their lives 
could be a means of influencing 
me to accept Christ as my per- 
sonal Saviour at the age of six. 

The early death of my father 
gave me a setback spiritually and 
educationally. Spiritually, the 
Christians of that time understood 
or believed nothing about the sal- 
vation of children, and so I was 
seventeen years old before I was 
baptized. Educationally, my days 
in school were very few because I 
had to help Mother take care of 
the home and five smaller children. 

I had a special love for the work 
of the Lord and enjoyed helping 
whenever I could in choir directing, 
teaching and supervising the Sun- 
day School, and as Y.P.E. group 
leader and president. Then I felt 
the need and desire to go into the 
ministry. I knew that my educa- 
tional background was far too poor 
to answer such a call. On the other 
hand this was a time when ed- 
ucation, for many reasons, was 


looked upon as something that was 
devised to undermine the Church 
of God ministry and to rob one 
of his Pentecostal experience. I 
managed to overcome this and be- 
gan to make plans to go to Bible 
school. 


ON THE EVE of my 
going to school, the dazzling op- 
portunity came to migrate to Eng- 
land. This was an opportunity that 
no young man in my category 
could afford to turn down, so I 
had to choose between Bible School 
and a chance to make a good 
livelihood. Of course the 
Lord helped me to make the right 
choice, and “I being in the way 
the Lord led me” went to Bible 
school. 

Not accustomed to studying, I 
found school life very difficult at 
first, but the patience of my 
teachers and their interest in me, 
along with the continued guidance 
of the Holy Spirit, helped me hur- 
dle my problems. 

I graduated last year and am 
now busy for the Lord in a small 
mission in Kingston, the capital 
city. Although I am young and 
rather inexperienced, by faith in 
Christ I see today’s stumbling 
blocks as tomorrow’s stepping- 
stones.

A voopoo priest ac- 
cepts the Lord Jesus Christ!

There were bottles of alcohol with 
poison herbs, his medicines, images, 
knives and swords, musical in- 
struments and crude drums, and 
each and every charm and fetish. 

This man undoubtedly was 
moved upon and drawn by the 
Spirit of God. He had sent for our 
local pastor, Bernard Lacombe, and 
the superintendent to come and 
guide him to Christ. His son-in-law, 
who is a Church of God member, 
had prayed for him for many 
months but to no avail. Now an- 
swer to his prayers had come and 
the brethren of the church were 
present to help and guide him. 

He told of his desires to get to 
God and obtain eternal hope. He 
willingly followed instructions to 
repent and believe the gospel. He 
confessed. He was genuinely con- 
verted. His conversion was wit- 
nessed by dozens of other Chris- 
tians, ministers, and local neigh- 
bors. (It was significant to me that 
he would not attempt to pray or 
approach God in any way until he 
had burned all the gods found in a 
special room of his house.) 

Within three months of this 
soul’s triumphant battle for hope 
and eternal salvation, he laid aside 
his robes and went to stand be- 
fore Him whom he had confessed 
before men on earth. At his funeral 
his wife was gloriously converted 
too, and she has been constant 
and faithful in her devotions and 
services to the church. 


That, my friend, is the reward 
for missions éndeavor! You helped! 
But won’t: you lend a bit more of 
your wealth to the workers of God’s 
kingdom, and won’t you please pray 
a bit more earnestly for the hun- 
dreds of millions of present-day 
Macedonians who are still calling, 
“Come and help us find Him too’? 
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—This happened in Haiti, the 
Black Republic, and it is a witness 
of the grace of God. 
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The Sundey School is a medium of 
church growth, not only locally, but 
world wide. Pastor John D. Smith and 
Christian Education Director Hollis Green 
spearheaded an effort to emphasize 
world missions through the Sundey School 
at the Tremont Avenue Church of God. 
in Greenville, South Carolina. A “mis- 
sionary fair’ was developed. It was 
Christ-centered. There were seventeen 
tables loaded with objects from all over 
the world and with books and literature 
concerning missions. 


The primary objective was not toward 
a material gain, but to educate and in- 
terest the people in missions, although 
there was a natural material by-product 
of the effort. , 


Brother Green is a member of the Na- 
tional Youth Board and this enterprise is 
another FIRST in the Church of God.

the weather is the same all 

the time, and where there is 
no set time to harvest (for there 
is nothing to harvest), and where 
the schools recess at any time the 
teacher decides, we have no diffi- 
culty in placing our conventions 
when we want them. Therefore, 
our second annual meeting was 
held in August at the headquar- 
ters church in Eita. We are so hap- 
py for the blessings we all enjoyed 
during our five days of praying, 
singing, and preaching.

But they never com- 
plain even if they have to simply 
hang on. They never panic or show 
fear. 

On this trip we ran into a storm. 
My, it rained! The waves dashed 
and the little launch pitched and 
rocked. I confess I was a bit fright- 
ened, but the people were calm and 
there was never a murmur from 
anyone. : 

You will be happy to know that 
God is blessing in a new village. 
We have several people gathered 
together, and they are anxious and 
willing to build a new church. We 
are awaiting funds as God speaks 
to your hearts. We hope to set the 
church in order soon, and we are 
praying that God will send us more 
laborers to this field. 

We have many calls to the outer 
islands and we desire to go so 
much, but we have no one with 
whom to leave the work. Do pray 
that God will send us some more 
helpers. 

We wish to take this means to 
thank everyone for his prayers and 
for every gift of love sent our way. 
It is all needed for His glory. Please 
pray for an old-time revival to 
break out here.

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A HEATHEN FUNERAL 


CCORDING TO THE law 
Al in Angola, the body must 

be buried within twenty- 
four hours after death. If this law 
were not enforced, many people 
would mourn over a_ putrified 
corpse for days and maybe weeks. 
Embalming is unknown. 

One can always tell when a 
heathen dies within hearing dis- 
tance in Cuanza Sul. At any time 
of the day or night one may hear 
the drums, wierd sounds of dif- 
ferent types of homemade whistles, 
chanting and mourning. Some 
loved one has gone to the land of 
no return. 

There is no sight more pathetic 
and heart-rending than that of a 
heathen funeral in Cuanza Sul. It 
is a vivid picture of those who have 
no hope. Usually, the women are 
more’ demonstrative in their 
mourning than the men; however, 
the feeling is the same. Many of 
the men try to drown their sorrow 
in drink. The women put wreaths 
of woven twigs or palm branches 
around their nude bodies. They put 
sand on their heads and smear 


their faces and bodies with mud, 
ashes, and charcoal to appear more 
grief-stricken. With tears coursing 
down their faces and washin; off 
the mud, they catch hands, chant, 
sing, run, and dance as though 
they were beside themselves and 
knew not what to do. Possibly they 
think not only of the loved one 
who has died, but also of the time 
when they too will go the same 
way without hope. 

While all the mourning is tak- 
ing place and men are nailing 
rough boards together for the cof- 
fin (sometimes the body is wrapped 
in palm mats or a blanket), the 
witch doctor and several members 
of the immediate family sit around 
a small pot’ of water. where the 
witch doctor is going through a 
ceremony trying to determine the 
cause of death. 


THE SADDEST time is 
when the body is placed in a six- 
foot grave at the side of the house 
and the last rites have been given. 
There is no hope of a reunion, 
nothing to look forward to or 


brighten and cheer the hearts of 
the loved ones. 


The missionary’s mind goes to 
the Word of the Lord. “Go ye into 
all the world, and preach the gos- 
pel to every creature. He that be- 
lieveth and is baptized shall be 
saved; but he that believeth not 
shall be damned” (Mark 16:15, 16). 
“Except a man be born again, he 
cannot see the kingdom of God” 
(John 3:3). “But the rest of the 
dead lived not again until the thou- 
sand years were finished” (Revela- 
tion 20:5). “And death and hell 
were cast into the lake of fire. This 
is the second death” (Revelation 
20:14). 


At my first heathen funeral 
these words of C. T. Studd, a mis- 
sionary who gave his life in Africa, 
came to me: “Some men like to 
build their homes within the sound 
of church or chapel bell; I want 
to build a rescue hut within a 
yard of hell.”
